Congress has v oted an extra m il­ 
lion dollars so that brides who wtsh 
can be transported by air instead 
of by sea These last few will hav e 
it soft compared to the first pio­ 
neers processed through Tidworth 
camp in J anuary 1946. who trav eled 
in the ship Argentina." 
“ We hope to get as m any as pas­ 
sible dealt witli while we are still 
here," said Capt 
M W 
Brooks of 
Rochester, N. Y , who has been re­ 
sponsible for brides who hav e cross­ 
ed the Atlantic in the 
last 
fiv e 
months. "We don't know yet how 
m any will apply to fly-but I Ima­ 
g ine that there will be quite a lot 
of them." 
Last year the brides left by the 
thousands from Tidworth in ships 
not com pletely conv erted from their 
wartime OI austerity. 
Now in two’s and three’s, they 
may, If they wish, fly by com m er­ 
cial plane.

DETROIT, May 2 1 — An estim ated 
3.800 unionized forem en walked out 
1 of the Ford Motor Co. today but 
production continued uninterrupted 
for the tim e being. 
The strike was confined to three 
large plants in the 
Detroit 
area, 
where the Foreman's Association of 
America established picket lines. 
An estlmutcd 
85,000 
production 
workers, mostly members of the CIO 
United 
Auto Workers, 
continued 
on 
their Jobs 
and 
their 
leaders 
said they would not take part in 
the walkout. 
T he forem an’s 
association 
esti­ 
mated that production would halt 
“ w ithin 10 days” as a result of the 
strike. The com pany said it was 
“ anybody's guess" how long normal 
output could be m aintained. 
T he walkout began at 10 a. nv , 
.some 12 hours after Henry Ford II, 
president of the com pany, appealed 
before union negotiators to plead 
for a continuation of work. 
Ford restated the company's po­ 
sition that forem en “ are members 
of 
m anag em ent,” 
an 
underlying 
point, of dispute during sev eral weeks 
of neg otiations which preceded the 
strike.
